My Friends, 


Greetings and Peace! The emphasis of national legislative effort, plus the 
upper echelon endoresement by our numisamtic hobby establishment, have excited 
Your Editor's enlightening and enthusiastic energy, and here is his formal 
emission to our entire hobby: 'The United States Vice-Presidential Commemorative 
and Circulating Five Cent Coinage Act", "an act to honor and recognize those 
fellow Americans who have been elected to and serve as our Nation's Vice-Presi- 
dents, teaching our youth and fellow citizens the ideals of public service, pro- 
moting awareness of our Nation's history, curbing foreign influences, and re- 
placing the Five Cent Coin with an annual series of circulated Five Cents each 
protraying a Vice-President". 


Your Editor has choosen the 'nickel', since it is a most utilitarian den- 
omination, since Thomas Jefferson himself served as a Vice-President, under his 
political foe, and since that great American, Vice-President Thomas Marshall, 
once said, "What This Country Needs Is A Good 5¢ Cigar". 


If the fifty states can be complimented, then why not the forty-plus men, 
no women so far, who have served in our Nation's second highest office, but only 
a heart-beat away from the Oval Office? 


If commemorative coinage can authorized for Olympics, the Smithsonian, 
National Service, Korea, Veterans, The Capitol, The Congress, The Capitol Build- 
ing, and so on, why not our Vice-Presidents? A few have been elevated to the 
Presidency, among the most great and beloved, as Lyndon Johnson or Chester Arthur.
